The  Rational  Anonymous  Amateur's 
League  (RAAL),  in  its  infinite  wisdom*  has 
sanctioned  the  use  of  certain  numbered 
texts  for  the  relaying  of  routine  messages. 
This  procedure  eliminates  the  unnecessary 
lengthy  transmission  of  complete  texts, 
freeing  up  vaulable  air  time  to  allow  the 
discussion  of  such  important  topics  as  the 
length  of  your  coax,  the  unexpected  rise  in 
your  SWR  from  1.1  to  1.2,  or  the  gory 

details  of  your  latest;  operation. 

Simply  send  the  appropriate  RAAL 
message  number  in  place  of  the  text  itself. 
The  letters  RAAL  are  inserted  in  the 
preamble  before  the  check,  but  after  the 
cash.  Hard  cash  always  takes  precedence. 
What  could  be  easier?

People  love  to  be  served,  -1  especially^ 
when  they  need  help,  and  it's  provided 
absolutely  free.  ri/ 

For  over  72  years,  Amateur  Radio 
communicators  have  been  volunteering  their 
assistance  for  the  public  ncecssity  in  times 
of  emergencies. 

Most  important,  Amateurs  wouldn't 
think  of  placing  a  price  tag  on  serving  the 
public  or  on  saving  lives.  That's  why  people 
are  fond  of  Amateur  Radio  -  it  serves  them 
with  free  and  reliable  communications  when 
they  need  it. 

The  League  recognizes  and  honors  those 
qualified  Amateurs  participating  in  public 
service  activities  by  listing  their  calls  in 
QST. 

The  honor  roll  list,.,  based  on  a  point 
system  of  versatile  public  service 
performance  during  the  month,  is  aptly  called 
the  Public  Service  Honor  Roll  (PSHR). 

PSHR  is,  for  any  Amateur,  not 
necessarily  ARRL  members.  In  addition,  a 
special  one-time  PSHR  certificate  is  issued 
by  ARRL  Headquarters  to  Amateurs  who 
achieve  the  PSHR  listing  in  QST  for  12 
consecutive  months,  or  for  18  months  our  of 
a  24  month  period. 

There  are  nine  categories  to  collect 
points  from  as  follows: 

1.  QNI  CW  NET.  Reporting  into  ARRL 
registered  public  service  CW  nets;  1  point 
each,  with  a  maximum  of  30  points. 

2.  QNI  PHONE  OR  RTTY  NET. 
Reporting  into  ARRL  registered  public 
service  Phone  or  RTTY  nets;  1  point  each, 
with  a  maximum  of  30  points. 

3.  NCS  CW  NET.  Serving  as  assigned 
Net  Control  Station  (NCS)  of  ARRL 
registered  public  service  net  on  CW;  3  points 
each,  with  a  maximum  of  12  points. 

4.  NCS  PHONE  OR  RTTY  NET.  Serving 
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as  assigned  Net  Control  Station  (NCS)  of 
ARRL  registered  public  service  net  on 
Phone  or  RTTY;  3  points  each,  with  a 
maximum  of  12  points. 

5.  NTS  LIAISON.  Serving  as  pre  assigned 
NTS  liaison  station  on  an  assigned  basis 
between  such  nets;  3  points  each,  with  a 
maximum  of  12  points. 

6.  DELIVER  MESSAGE.  Delivering  a 
formal  message  to  a  third  party;  1  point 
each,  with  no  maximum. 

7.  EMERGENCY  MESSAGE.  Handling 
an  emergency  message;  5  points  each,  with 
no  maximum. 

8.  SERVE  AS  EC  OR  NM.  Serving  as 
Emergency  Coordinator  (EC)  or  Net  Manager 
(NM)  for  the  entire  month;  5  points,  with  a 
maximum  of  5  points. 

9.  PUBLIC  SERVICE  EVENT. 
Participating  in  a  public  service  event 
(bikeathon,  walkathon,  parade.  Simulated 
Emergency  Test  (SET),  message  service, 
search  and  rescue,  or  weather  watch);  5 
points  each,  with  no  maximum. 

The  PSHR  concept  lets  others  know  of 
the  intensity  of  service  activities  in  a 
concise  way. 

In  particular,  categories  1  and  2 
reward  those  Amateurs  who  check  into 
public  service  nets  day  after  day,  thereby 
forming  the  backbone  of  the  National 
Traffic  System  (NTS),  which  is  linked  to  the 
Amateur  Radio  Emergency  Service  (ARES) 
and  other  traffic  and  emergency  services. 

Category  6  provides  an  extra  incentive 
beyond  individual  traffic  totals  for 
Amateurs  being  more  diligent  in  delivering 
traffic,  since  undelivered  messages  could  be 
a  problem. 

Category  7  allows  five  points  for  each 
emergency  message  handled,  regardless  of 
whether  it  is  formed,  informal,  or  is  routed 
by  phone  patch,  providing  it  is  bona  fide 
emergency  traffic;  health  and  welfare 
messages  or  other  kinds  of  traffic  not 
directly  related  to  the  safety  of  life  and 
property  do  not  qualify. 

The  point  limits  for  each  category 
stimulate  versatility  of  operating  skills  and 
modes,  and  make  it  impossible  to  achieve 
PSHR  by  doing  one  thing;  no  one  category 
does  the  job. 

In  other  words,  this  system  trains 
operators  in  a  variety  of  established 
procedures. 

Novices  and  Technicians  can  qualify 
with  40  or  more  points,  but,  because  there 
are  more  nets  available  to  Generals  and 
higher  class  licenses,  the  minimum  qual¬ 


ifying  total  for  them  is  60  points. 

Report  PSHR  points  to  your  Section 
Manager  (SM),  listed  on  page  8  of  QST,  at 
the  end  of  each  month,  by  message  or  with 
Station  Activity  Form  CD-210. 

The  text  of  a  typical  PSHR  message 
report  would  be  "PSHR  NOVEMBER  1/30 
2/30  3/12  4/12  5/12  6/2  7/5  9/10  TOTAL 
113." 

Some  prefer  an  abbreviated  report, 
such  as,  "PSHR  NOVEMBER 
30/30/12/12/12/2/5/0/10  TOTAL  113,"  but, 
with  this  format,  a  category  with  no  points 
must  be  given  a  zero. 

Late  reports  do  not  count. 

Your  SM  collects  all  individual  PSHR 
reports  in  your  section,  prepares  a  monthly 
PSHR  report  with  Form  CD- 189,  and  mails 
it  to  ARRL  Headquarters  by  the  seventh 
of  the  month  following  the  month  being 
reported. 

At  Headquarters,  received  PSHR 
reports  are  sorted,  an  honor  list  of  calls  is 
arranged  by  point  totals,  then  edited  by 
ARRL  Public  Service  Manager  Michael  R. 
Riley,  KX1B,  and  finally  printed,  along 
with  current  rules,  in  the  Public  Service 
Column  of  QST. 

To  find  out  more  about  PSHR, 
contact  your  SM 

PSHR  rules  haven't  changed  for  six 
years,  because  they  have  been  working 
well.  But,  with  the  rapid  advances  and 
acceptance  of  Packet  Radio  and  computer 
technology,  some  additional  PSH  R 
categories  may  be  made  in  the  future. 

The  Volunteer  Resources  Committee 
of  the  ARRL  Board  of  Directors  has  been 
recently  reviewing  the  PSH  R  rules  to 
determine  what  changes,  if  any,  are 
needed. 

If  you  have  some  thoughts  on 
strengthening  the  PSHR  system,  please  let 
the  Committee  know. 

PSHR  continues  to  honor  capable 
Amateurs  who  not  only  serve  the  public, 
but  also  set  good  examples  for  other 
Amateurs  to  follow.

VICTORY  ON  PRB-1 
From  Worldradio 

"A  banner  day  for  Amateur  Radio," 
is  the  way  ARRL  Counsel  Christopher 
Imlay,  N3AKD,  describes  the  FCC’s 
ruling  on  PRB-1. 

The  Commission  declared  a  limited 
preemption  of  local  regulations  in  its 
Memorandum  Order  and  Opinion,  which 
was  issued  on  19  September. 

The  ruling  reads  in  part  that 
"...state  and  local  regulations  that 
operate  to  preclude  Amateur 
communications  in  their  community,  are 
in  direct  conflict  with  Federal  objectives 
and  mqst  be  preempted." 

Restrictive  covenants  will  not  be 
changed  by  the  Commission's  ruling. 
Those  agreements  which  property  owners 
make  when  purchasing  their  homes  in  an 
area  covered  by  covenants  and 
restrictions  oh  towers  were  held  to  be 
an  agreement  between  buyer  and  seller, 
and  not  remedied  by  PRB-1. 

The  Order  further  states 
"Nevertheless,  local  regulations  which 
involve  placement,  screening  or  height  qf 
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antennas  based  on  health,  safety  or  esthe¬ 
tic  considerations  must  be  crafted  to  acco¬ 
modate  reasonably  Amateur  communication, 
and  to  represent  the  minimum  practicable 
regulations  to  accomplish  the  local  authori¬ 
ty’s  legitimate  purpose." 

Imlay  reported  to  Worldradio  that  the 
Commission  received  over  1,S66  letters 
concerning  PRB-1.  Some  half  dozen 
opposed  the  ruling;  while  the  majority  of 
supporting  comments  were  from  the 
Amateur  community,  some  others  cited  iq, 
the  ruling  came  from  the  Department  of 
Defense,  the  national  Red  Cross,  and  the 
Civil  Air  Patrol.

Catalogs,  books  and  magazines  are 
held  up  at  the  front  of  the  room  and 
auctioned  or  given  away.

Now  for  the  program;  fifty  slides, 
followed  by  two  color  video  tapes,  a 
great  job.  But  again,  I  look  at  Frank 
and  worry  about  so  many  visuals  and  his 
introduction  to  ftmateur  Radio. 

After  the  meeting,  we  head  toward 
the  exit.

As  Frank  captivates  me  with  his 
amazing  insight  into  the  radio  hobby,  I 
feel  the  renewed  joy  I  had  when  first 
licensed.

Swallowing  hard,  I  try  to  gather 
some  words.  “Let's  get  you  registered 
for  those  radio  license  classes  before 
we  leave  tonight. " 

Walking  to  my  car,  I  guide  Frank 
down  the  now  dark  sidewalk,  where  we 
met  only  a  few  hours  ago.  "You're 
better  than  a  seeing-eye  dog,"  my  blind 
companion  jests.  “But  I'm  not  as  smart 
as  one  of  them  dogs,"  I  quickly  reply. 

We  talk  about  the  taxicab  ride 
that  cost  Frank  $10.50,  and  then  stick 
to  the  fun  subject  of  Amateur  Radio. 

Soon,  Frank  is  safely  home. 
Driving  away,  I  whisper  to  myself, 
“Frank’won't  have  any  problems  getting 
his  license  -  he  just  needed  a  little 
help  the  first  hundred  feet,"

Bo,  before  we  destroy  our  tries  or  run 
off  to  some  isolated  frequency,  lets 
look  at  our  options.  There  have  been 
numerous  good,  sound  suggestions  made 
to  reduce  the  collisions  on  Packet 
Radio.  Lets  look  at  some  of  the  recom¬ 
mendation  5. 

1.  CW  IDs  are  no  longer  required  by  the 
FCC.  Using  them  only  provides 
valuable  transmit  time  collisions. 

2.  Only  send  beacons  when  there  is  a 
valid  use,  or  need  for  them.  Use 
your  better  judgement  in  using  bea¬ 
cons.  Space  them  out ■ significantly, 
and  in  most  cases,  be  at  your  term¬ 
inal  to  answer  any  response  to  your 
beacon.

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ARiiY  SAYS  NO  .TO  POTHOLES  .  ; 

(From  GEARVAKf  Bulletin,  Spring,  1985) 

The  U. S.  .  Department  of  the  Army 
today  announced  that  it  would  procure 
its  next  twelve  years  supply  of  fox¬ 
holes  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania. 

In  a  prepared  statement,  Brig. 
Sen.  Arnold  Hoggenswctzer  stated  that 
the  Army  was  embarking  on  a  policy  of 
increased  readiness  which  required  the 
stockpiling  of  critical  resources  in 
depots  near  potential  trouble  spots. 

The  portable  foxholes  (PFH's)  will 
be  placed  in  storage  in  West  Germany, 
Egypt,  Mexico  City,  and  Kansas  City, 
MO.  for  use  by  the  first  waves  of  U.S. 
troops  sent  to  cool  off  any  hot  spots 
that  may  develop. 

As  Gen.  Hoggenswatzer  stated, 
"We're  not  going  to  let  our  boys  get 
into  a  situation  like  they  faced  at  the 
Lebanon  Airport,  we're  going  to  have 
plenty  of  holes  available  for  them  to 
dive  in  as  soon  as  they  get  off  the 
boat!" 

When  asked  to  explain  why  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  got  the  go-ahead  to  provide  the 
PFH's,  the  general  explained  that, 
while  Ohio  had  enough  potholes  to  go 
around  (some  6.9  billion  at  last 
count),  they  were  unstable  and  had  a 
tendency  to  grow  uncontrol labl y  when 
tested  under  actual  operational  condi¬ 
tions. 

One  simple  two  man  foxhole  got  so 
big  after  diving  into  it  3  or  4  times 
that  an  Ml  tank  broke  its  axle  trying 
to  go  over  it,  according  to  the  offic¬ 
ial  test  report. 

With  the  loss  of  the  Array  con¬ 
tract,  Ohio  will  again  have  a  surplus 
of  potholes  this  year  (7.2  billion  at 
the  very  latest  count). 

Aides  to  Ohio  Governor  Cy  Least 
report  that  the  governor  is  considering 
a  pothole  rebate  in  which  every  man, 
woman  and  child  in  the  state  will  he 
mailed  between  two  and  three  potholes 
sometime  in  the  spring. 

Other  proposals  include  a  plan  to 
provide  suspension  and  alignment 
service  garages  with  pre-owned  potholes 
to  aid, this  financially  deprived  sector 
of  the  economy.
